WASHINGTON  —  The  United  States  Mint  will  begin  accepting  orders  for  the  Millard  Fillmore  $1  Coin  Cover  at  noon  Eastern 
Time  (ET)  on  April  2,  2010.  The  limited-edition  coin  cover,  priced  at  $15.95  each,  includes  two  circulating  quality  Millard 
Fillmore  Presidential  $1  Coins  from  the  first  day  of  mintage  at  the  United  States  Mints  at  Philadelphia  and  Denver-December 
14,  2009.  The  two  $1  coins  are  mounted  on  a  handsome  display  card  with  a  44-cent  postage  stamp.  The  "February  18,  2010," 
postmark  is  the  day  the  Millard  Fillmore  Presidential  $1  Coins  were  first  released  to  the  public.

A  shipping  and  handling  fee  of  $4.95  per  order  will  be  added  to  all 
domestic  orders. 

The  Presidential  $1  Coin  Covers  are  included  in  the  United  States  Mint  Subscription  Program,  where  specific  products  are 
charged  and  shipped  automatically  as  they  are  released.
